This 
treatment of the Italian hero is very gentle. 
Either the government wishes what Garibaldi 
aims at, or its weakness is very great, The former 
is doubtless true. The use to which Victor 
Emanuel’s government can turn these events in 
their diplomatic efforts with Napoleon is obvious. 
Our people want Rome, will have Rome, and can- 
not long be restrained from getting it—please let 
us take it. We cannot abolish Garibaldi nor 
change his purpose; indeed he only seeks the 
right object in the wrong way because you bar up 
the right way; it will imperil us to restrain him 
much longer; please leave us all free to act. 

No one knows better than the Italian ministry the 
futility of this plea in arresting the popular hero. 
** The Romans have the right of all slaves, rebel- 
lion, say you? Agreed; but you have ne right 
to get up a rebellion fur them.” The sivple fact 
is, that Garibaldi has a far better right to get up a 
rebellion for the deliverance of Rome than Napo- 
leon has to keep Rome enslaved for his own selfish 
ends, or than the Italian government has to bow 
to such dictation. Italy feels this; yea, Europe 
feels it. One palpable effect of the late move- 
ment will be to force the question afresh on pub- 
lic attention. ‘The business is opened up again, 
and some solution must be reached to satisfy the 
people. Napoleon will doubtless urge upon the 
Pope and his advisers the necessity of doing 
gracefully what they will otherwise have soon to 
do under the pressure of force. See, be will say, 
the Italians will have Rome. Victor Emanuel 
dare not adopt efficient measures against Garibal- 
di.

beyond compute. There have been terrible ship- 
wrecks here, and hulks are floating all about, 
though many have drifted te other waters, and 
many are going down. 

OLD-TIME IDEAS. 

Hon. John A. Collier, of New York, told me, 
some years ago, that once when he was in the 
legislature at Albany, he was looking among the 
archives of the early legislation of the State, when 
he came across an act passed about the time of 
the Revolution. It was a grant made in due and 
solemn form by the legislature, to a certain man 
named in the act, of the exclusive right to run a 
corered wagon or barouche for the transporta- 
‘tion of passengers from Newbury on the Hudson 
| River westward to some interior town. The act 
provided for keeping the branches of the trees 
cut away on either side of the road, so that the 
said carriage could well and safely pass, and the 
said exclusive right was confirmed unto the said ap- 
plicant and his legal representatives forever! 

An engineer asked Mr. Livingstone his opinion 
of the practicability of drawing wagons or cars 
along on an iron surface by the use of steam. The 
latter replied, ‘* I think it not practicable ; it will of 
course be necessary to build a wall several feet 
high on which to lay the track, and as it will be 
desirable to attain a speed of about four miles an 
hour, the motion of the cars will jar the wall 
down!” 

I was reminded of these incidents to-day by a 
ride I enjoyed on the famous 

NATIONAL ROAD. 

This road was a pet scheme with Henry Clay, 
who was its author and its persistent promoter. 
From childhood I remember how often this great 
road made itself prominent in the debates of 
Congress. The idea was, there will be a great 
many bushels of wheat grown in the west some 
day that will need transportation to the seaports, 
and we want a grand national thoroughfare 
built on a magnificent scale of thoroughness and 
costliness. But above and beyond that we want 
a great military road for the transportation of 
troops and of supplies in case of war, whether with 
the Indians or with another nation. And so, at 
an enormous expense the road was built from 
Baltimore over the mountains to Wheeling and on 
to Columbus, Indianapolis and St. Louis. The 
bridges are of cut stone, the roadway is wide, and 
the carriage path is a macadamized bed of 
pounded limestone, which by successive relays has 
become, I judge, a foot or more in depth. It is 
the finest road I ever traveled. We left Wheel- 
ing this P. M., at 2 1-2, and came hither by omni- 
bus—11 miles. I took my favorite seat on the top 
of the stage, and a more charming ride I scarce 
remember to have enjoyed. For the first five 
miles the great road winds along up Indian Creek, 
and then for a mile and a half it clambers up, up, 
to the height of the table land, which constitutes 
the make up of all this part of Ohio. It is not a 





The sermon, based on Matt. vii. 21, was an earn- 
est, faithful exhibition of the characteristics of 
true discipleship.

THE CONGREGATION 
seemed to listen as for eternity. It was marked 
by an appearance of neatness, intelligence and 
happiness of expression fur surpassing anything 
I had before seen in Germany. The lack of orna- 
ments, the separation of the sexes, the kneeling 
of the whole congregation during prayers, the 
venerableness of many of the old men, coming 
down like ‘+ shocks of corn fully ripe,” the earnest- 
ness of the devotions, wll corwad ta sumind ana of 
those earlier days of Primitive Methodism, when 
a Methodist Church was easily ized, and 
Methodists were known by their simplicity of 
dress and manner. 

THE CEMETERY. 
The approach is through the finest avenue of lin- 
dens I had ever seen. On the outside, over the 
gateway, is the inscription, * Christ is risen from 
the dead ;” on the reverse, ‘‘ Christ is become the 
first-fruits of them that slept.” The inclosure is 
laid off in the French style of gardening ; too arti- 
ficial for best effect, yet kept with scrupulous care 
and neatness. As in the worshiping congregation, 
so in the cemetery also are the sexes separated, 
the females being buried on the right, and the 
males on the left hand of the main avenue. One 
looks in vain for pretentious monuments to mark 
the resting-place of chief men. All rest in par- 
allel rows, their place of burial marked by a hori- 
zontal, slightly-oval, slab of sandstone, bearing 
only the name, the native phice, and the date of 
birth and death of the deceased. Only eight per- 
sons of the thousands here interred are distin- 
guished by their monuments; namely, the famous 
Count Zinzendorf, his two wives—lying on either 
side of him—his sister, and four of his most inti- 
mate friends and coadjutors. These are buried 
in the central avenue, differing from those around 
only by an inscription upon marble slabs some- 
what elevated above the common level. Surely 
here is a complete recognition of their principle, 
** We are all one in Christ Jesus.” Zinzendorf's 
monument bears the following inseription : ** Here 
rest the remains of that never-to-be-forgotten man 
of God, Nicolai Ludwig, Count and Lord of Zin- 
zendorf and Pattendort, who, by God's grace and 
his own faithful untiring efforts, in this 17th cen- 
tury most worthily revived and re-organized the 
United Brethren. He was born in Dresden, the 
26th of May, 1700, and entered into the joy of his 
Lord, the 9th of May, 1760. He was appointed 
to bring forth fruit, and fruit that remains.” 
Among all the fulseme and illy-bestowed praise 
found on tombstones, it seemed refreshing to find 
one inscription to whose entire truthfulness we 
can so heartily subscribe. Surely he was a man 
of God—surely his fruit does remain. —Christian 
Advocate.

The shameless forms of the girls 
were robust, but their faces were so soddened and 
soaked with rum, and the last vestige of woman- 
hood so utterly stamped out of them, that the very 
mothers of these wretched outcasts would not 
know them. I did not see one of these objects 
laugh during the whole hour! ‘“ What dreary 
fun the devil puts off these creatures with,” 
whispered Mr. Hall; “the only happy faces I 
have seen to-night were the praying darkies up in 
the Five Point garret.” 

One of the significant causes of the low spirits 
of the would-be revelers is the rigid enforcement 
of our new Excise Law, which sternly prohibits 
the sale of an intoxicating drop in a dance-house. 
Only a few bottles of root beer were exposed. 
Under this admirable law 2,250 grog-shops have 
been closed entirely, and all the rest are hermet- 
ically sealed up on the Lord's Day; by this law 
the orchestra in every concert saloon, and every 
bar is stopped, when the clock strikes for mid- 
night. ‘* The new law makes business very dull,” 
said several proprietors of bagnios to us.

To give up Rome could 
hardly be expected of any Pontifex Maximus of 
Catholicism. Were the issue left simply tu the 
Roman populace and His Holiness, it would be 
settled in a day ; for the people ask nothing better 
than to see their city the capital of re-united Italy. 

But precisely this is what has not been done, 
perhaps cannot be done. -Surrounded by Catholic 
realms, and sure of the moral support of the en- 
tire Catholic priesthood, the Pontifical govern- 
ment opposes itself to the general desire for Ital- 
jan unity. In the present position of European 
affairs, there is but one power that can extend an 
efficacious protection to the imperiled Papal gov- 
ernment, namely, France. Poor Spain, under the 
double curse of monarchy and superstition, pusses 
only from one political crisis to another. She 
cannot take care of her own affairs, to say noth- 
ing of those of Italy. Austria is struggling with 
enormous difficulties in her own government. 
Unless reform intervene in her affairs, she must 
sink farther into that decay which has so long 
been upon her. France, however, thanks to her 
much abused Revolution, is still a mighty nation. 
The relations of Louis Napoleon with the Italian 
government, are such that the latter can under- 
take nothing for the recovery of Rome without 
the public or tacit consent of the former. There 
is no reason to believe that the ruler of France, 
either personally believes in the Papacy as an in- 
stitution, or cares for its welfare. But millions of 
his subjects, whose wishes it would be neither 
safe nor wise for him to neglect, are papists. In 
consequence, he has never ventured to pronounce 
openly against the Pope in this business. When 
any engagements into which he had entered, have 
seemed repugnant to the temporal power of the 
Papacy, he has always been able to neutralize 
them by his interpretation of them. Thus for 
years France has kept Italy from seizing Rome. 

The iniquity of this policy is seen from the fact, 
everywhere conceded, that the Pope could not re- 
main master of Rome for a day, but for this inter- 
ference. According to Guizot, it is a recognized 
principle of European politics that each nation 
shall be left to the undisturbed management of 
its internal politics, so long as its disorders do not 
kindle conflagrations in neighboring nations. 
There is no pretence that Italy is in a state of an- 
archy, nor that the destruction of the Pope's tem- 
poral dominion would lead to such a condition of 
affairs. Ov the contrary, this would add im- 
menscly to the permanent strength and prestige of 
the Italian kingdom. The policy of Napoleon is 
therefore selfish and unjust. None knows this 
better than he, and he seems inclined to make his 
evil policy as tolerable as possible. His treat- 
ment of the Roman question is expectant. None 
would be happier than he to escape its perplexi- 
ties. He would hail the hour with joy when the 
Papacy should confess its impotence by a volun-

placed in human nature, always holds our life in 
his own hand. 

This young man was accustomed to say to his 
wife and friends, that there was no necessity for 
men to die at such an early age; that they killed 
themselves by carelessness and intemperance ; 
that they might live to a very old age, and with- 
out disease, if they would but obey the laws of 
their nature. He was determined, he said, to show 
how long a man could live by taking care of him- 
self, studying the laws of life, and avoiding every- 
th'ng injurious, and exercising proper self-denial. 

He was apparently a hale, robust young man. 
He watched carefully his food and exercise, was 
regular in his habits, and seemed in a fair way to 
show, by his health and life, how Iittle dependent 
aman may be upon God for a continuance of 
these blessings. 

Such was his theory, but alas! how fatal was 
his experience. He retired to rest one night as 
well as ever, having given no evidence of disease 
about him; but after he fell asleep his wife 
was awakened by a groan. He seemed to be 
asleep, and, as she thought, disturbed in his 
dreams. As he did not answer to her call, and 
his groans continued, she sprang for alight. Be- 
fore she could reach the bed side with it, he was 
dead. Nota word did he speak, of affection or 
farewell. In a moment, as if struck by a thun- 
derbolt without sickness or accident, while living 
up to his idea of the laws of nature and of life, 
‘*be was not, for God took him.” 

Christian people could aot help thinking that 
God, for the instruction and warning of his 
friends, had taken him at his word, and shown, 
that even after all natural laws were obeyed, a 
man has no defense against death when God calls 
him. 

It wasa terrible blow to his young wife, and 
we all pitied her, and the more because she had 
not the divine comforts of the gospel. 

On Sabbath noon, between the exercises at the 
chureh, the memorial services over his dead body 
were held by the infidel club of which he was a 
member, 

The writer was invited to be present. It was 
the most painful scene that he ever witnessed. 
The poor wife seemed quite distracted at her loss, 
and sobbed aloud, and all present wept with her. 
There was no ray of sunshine permitted to fall 
upon those tearful faces. There was no Scripture 
read, no hymn sung, no prayer offered. The ora- 
tor of the society, with his head bowed upon his 
breast, and his face covered with his hand 
pronounced an eloquent eulogy upon his de- 
ceased friend. : Then he bade him farewell forever! 
He had gone, he said, don to the same grave 
where all that had lived before him had gone, 
never to reappear. Although their aching hearts 
bled at his absence, there was no other consola- 
tion for them than to recollect his beautiful life. 
He said truly that he had no words with which 
to comfori the broken-hearted wife; he could only 
weep with her. He closed his most melancholy 
address in these sad words: **And now, my 
brother, farewell, farewell, farewell!” 

Surely that was a grave without a light in it. 
The writer went back to his church, and read from 
the word of God for his text, with a feeling that 
he never had before, ** Let me die the death of the 
righteous, and let my last end be like his.” 

When a little infant, greatly beloved, died in 
the palace of David, the believing king, rising 
from the ground upon which he bad thrown 
himself to pray for the dying babe, and washing 
the tears from his faee, entered into the house of 


the Lord and said, ‘‘ J shall go to him, but he shall 
not return to me.” | 
In him ** we live and move and have our be- 
ing;” the very hour of our death is determined 
by him, ‘it is appointed unto men once to die”— 
never before God's time can death come, and no 
human hand can save us when God calls us to! 
himself. The way that God permits us to die is|

The Righteous Dead. 


R. Asumun Pease departed this life at Scitico, 
Conn., July 24th, aged 53 years. In 1829 a camp 
meeting was held in Somers, when a glorious revi- 
val flame was kindled, which subsequently spread 
to the adjacent towns, and resulted in the estab- 
lishment of several Methodist charches. Among 
the first fruits of the blessed work was Bro. P., 
then a youth of 15. He immediately became a de- 
voted laborer in the vineyard of the Lord, publicly 
exercising his superior gifts in prayer and exhorta- 
tion, while his rare faculty of song became an ele- 
ment of great power and usefalness in the social 
meetings. When in 1835, the M. E. Charch was 
erected inthis place, he acted on the Building Com- 
mittee, and was appointed a member of the first 
Board of Trustees, which office he held until the 
close of life. He also for many years very efficient- 
ly filled the offices of steward, class lL ader, and S 
S. superintendent. Indeed his personal religious 
history forms an essential part of the history of this 
society. No frigid or lukewarm professor, he illus- 
trated the memorable d-finition given by Dr. 
Chalmers, when he said, ‘* Methodism is Christian- 
ity in earnest.” He did not sympathize with those 
who think it indecorous or fanatical to shout forth 
the praise of God, orto “‘ say amen at the giving of 
thanks.” 

Asa citizen he was much esteemed; for several 
years he served on the Board of Selectmen, and 
once represented his native town in the State Leg- 
islature. The last time he patlicly witnessed for 
Christ was in prayer meeting. a short time before 
his decease, and while reason and vocal power 
lasted he gave abundant evidence thathis feet were 
tirmly planted on the Rock of Ages.
